Briiain-have recognised the dangers resulting:

The leading organs of the press inaugurated a 
vigorous campaign against the dumping of 
undesirables on the land of the brave and the 
free, The records of the London police courts 
furnished a highly suggostive commentary on 
the ways of the alien, who exerlled in crimes of 
violence, thefts and other serious offences: ‘The 
wnugistrates’ fuluuinatious against the “undesi- 
rablos” were quoted daily, until public opinion 
was so wroused that the Government introduced 
un Aliens Bill, which was intended to deal 
with the immigration of foroign rascals to 
Eugland. Tt is doubtful, however, whether that 
Bill will become Jaw, this session at least, and 
tho noted caricatnrist “F.C. G.” had a skit on 
the subject in the Weséminsier Gaavtte some 
‘time ago. It represented Mr. Balfour, in buth- 
ing dress, leailing an urchin named“ The 
Licensing Bill” away from the: water, while u 
flattened figure of a child labelled “ Aliens Bilt’ 
floated seronely towards the horizon, The 
explanatory note under the caricature read —- 
. “She left the brtiy on the shore— * 
A. thing she'd often dono before.” 

The struggle in the East, aud uow interests 
at liome, have temporarily obscured the alien 
question, but in America it is yapidly 
assuming importance in viow of the immense 
numbers who emigrate from the most ignorant 
istricts of Russia, Austria, and Italy.
